ization was quickly recognized, but it 
took longer to impress upon all the 
allied nations the equal necessity of 
consolidation, of the closest possible 
co-operation, of co-ordination of ef- 
fort to the common end desired by 
all. And it was not until thorough co- 
Operation and co-ordination of effort 
under a united command was effected 
that the allics moved steadily and irri- 
sistibly forward fo victory. 

With the organization of capital, 
commerce and labor for the advance- 
ment of their own interests, it soon 
became apparent that that great body 
of men engaged in agriculture’ must 
likewise organize if they were to en- 
tertain any hope of success in bring- 
ing about the removat of handicaps 
and abuses under which they as a 
class labored. The difficulti¢s in the 
way of perfecting an organization of 
men scattcred all over the rural sec- 
tions of the country were so ecnorm- 
olis as to deter action for many 
years, and suchSattempts as were at 
first made ended in failure, until it 
came to be almost accepted as a max- 
im that what was termed Big Busi- 
ness, and the workers in centres of 
population, might successfully organ- 
ize, sucli action was not possible 
among farmers. 

With the dawning of the twentieth 
century, However, agricultural condi- 
tions had become so acute in West- 
ern Canada that a handful of cour- 
ageous farmers determined to make 
the attempt to unite their forces. The 
Grain Growers’ Association was form- 
ed, with a result now known to all 
the world. In the short space of 
seventeen years, the Grain Growers’ 
Association has become the strongest 
organization in numbers and influence 
in this country, having over 100,000 
members in the three Prairie Pro- 
vinces, 

With organization the power of the 
individual members was consolidated 
into a mighty force; A .cer making 
common cause against the handicaps 
and abuses which were throttling all 
their efforts, and having succ¢eded in 
large measure in securing redress, the 
organized farmers next turned their 
attention to giving practical effect to 
the principles of co-operation in the 
management of their own business 
affairs, and again. with unparalleled 
success. ’ 

In unity there is strength, but the 
strength of a chain is measured by its 
weakest link, and the strength of an 
organization is limited by its weak- 
est member, The farmers’ organiza- 
tions and their great co-operative un- 
dertakings have accomplished , some 
wonderful things in their bricf his- 
tory, but even greater opportunities 
for usefulness will present themselves 
in the new era upon which the world 
is now entering. In order that they 
may exert their full power and influ- 
ence for good they should receive the 
united support of all the people, and 
in every district farmers and others 
who have hitherto held aloof from 
these great semi-public institutions 
should enroll as members and con- 
tribute their part to the common 
cause of all.

. Combination of Citcumstances Which 
Will Bring Revival of Building 
There never was a time when Can- 
ada, from coast to coast, nceedea 
building up so much as fight’ now. 
Public works; railway construction, 
municipal improvements and housing 
im citics and towns, all figure in the 
after-the-war revival of building 
Naturally, there is a tendency just 
at the present time, for holding back, 
with the expectation that labor. aid 
materials will ease off, but as soon 
as the spring of 1919 opens we may 
expect to sce many new projects ! 
started. Our railway systems need to 
be overhauled, our canals and docks 
need repairs and extensions, public 
highways must be constructed, ware- 
houses, factories, and residences must 
be built. The shortage of coal has 
brought home to us all the import- 
ance of developing our coal mines, 
and our timber industry has bright 
prospects to be kept active in the re- 
building of shattered Europe. 
Already the federal government 
has taken a firm stand in going ahead 
with many big public works that 
were held up during the war. Muni- 
cipalities having had their borrowing 
restrictions removed, are doubling 


Sa budgets this year, to provide tor 
¢ mecessary work.that has been 
shelved since 1914. Manufacturers 
and“merchants are realizing that to 
keep pace’ with the spirit of the times, 
extensions are needed, A genefal sur- 
vey of housing accommouations§ in 
cities of 25,00U population and over, 
goes to show that a serious shortage 
of houses exists all over the country. 
-In summing up the situation in the 
west there is a combination of cir- 
cumstances that gives reasons why 
building shovld go ahead in 1919, 
These might be classed as follows: 


That with the speedy return of our 
soldiers from overseas it is impera- 
tive that employment ‘should be pro- 
vided. 


That factory facilities for produc- 
ing construction and building ma- 
terials are available at al] points. 

That there is little danger of labor 
troubles during the demobilization 
and reconstruction period, as skilled 
mechanics, laborers, capital and in- 
dustry, are all displaying a spirit of 
“give ang take,” that makes for safety 
this year. 

That contractors who have been 
hard hit during the war are willing 
to take small profits on contracts. 

That prices for building, factory 

and warchouse sites, and for homes, 
are much cheaper than in pre-war 
years. 
That our railways aré@ better able 
to make quick and sure delivery of 
material than in the rush seasons of 
war and pre-war days. 

That in stimulating the building 
trade, it means that subsidiary fac- 
tories will be kept going, with full 


pay rolls, which in itself, spcils 
prosperity. 

That if public works, railway con- 
struction, municipal improvements 


and building generally is proceeded 
with, it will show the world there is 
confidence in Canada, thus bringing 
in more capital, industry and immi- 
gration, 

Immigration ‘and capital is What 
Canada needs. Take western Cana- 
da, two-thirds the size of the United 
States, having a. population of less 
than one person to the square mile, 
while Great Britain has 470, France 
190 and the United States 33, Surelv 
under these-favorable settlement con- 
ditions Canada will be the magnet for 
men and money, during reconstruc- 
tign. Following the civil war people 
scoffed at the idea that Chicago would 
ever become more than a healthy lake 

wn, but agricultural and commer- 
* conditions demanded a great city 

the spot where Chicago now 
stands. So it is with many of the 
cities of western Canada today, with 
this difference, that no country in the 


history of the world has attracted to} 


its’ borders a larger number ‘in. 50 
short @ time, previous to she war, 
than has the Canadian west. The fact 

at large American financial institu- 

ms wre already establishing 
branches th Canada and that Cana- 
dian banking houses are extending 
‘their service in Great Britain, Europe, 
and even in the far east, gives hope 
‘to*Canada of being in a position to 
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participate in forcign trade to a cva- 
siderable extent. 

During pre-war years Western 
Canada was favorably known in ail 
civilized countries. Canadian soldiers 
have had the opportinity of mingl- 
ing with millions of men during the 
great war, with the result that ivst 
hand information has been told of 
the advantages.that Canada, as a 
{land of promise, offercd after tle 
‘war. All pre-war publicity and the 
| convincing facts spread by our men 
at the front will now begin to bear 
jfruit. What has been held up by war 
feonditions, whether it has been build- 
jing, real estate, industrial or 
“mercial development, should com 
|mence to come back in the near fu- 
lture, in greater volume than ever. 
The come-back will be gradual and 
no boom can be expected. Cost of 
jlabor, cost of materials, and cost of 
capital, are elements entering into

Return of School Lands Sale 


What are Considered to Be 
. Average Values 

The returns o1 school lands during 
1918 give a fairly good idca of-the 
demand for land in the prairie pro- 
vinces of Canada, and of what are 
considered to be fair average values, 
All told, there were sold in Saskat 
chewan and Alberta 623,119 acres, 
which realized $13, 448,771, and. on 
which $1,384,613 were paid in cash. 
The average price per acre in Sas- 
katchewan last year was higher than 
in Alberta, being $22.29 to $17.38. 

In 1917 the highest average price, 
$19.20, was realized in Alberta. In 
Saskatchewan the average was 
$18.90. In Manitoba it was $11.30. It 
is thus to be scen that the highest 
average this year was $3.00 per acre 
over that in 1917, The average price 
realized in Saskatchewan this year 
was $3.39 over that in 1917, 

As an evidence of how farm values 
have increased in the prairie 
vinces during the last two years the 
following average prices realized at 
school lands sale will be of interest:

School lands consist of lands re- 
served in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba with the object of estab- 
lishing a fund for educational pur- 
poses in the three provinces, They 
comprise two sections (1,280) acres 
in every township, or one-eightcenth 
of the entire area of the three pro- 
vinces. ‘The lands are administered 
in trust by the Dominion govern- 
ment, and can only be disposed of at 
a sale by public auction to the high- 
est bidder. Sales are held yearly in 
various parts of the provinces, pro- 
vided conditions are favorable, the 
land being sold on ten year payment 
terms.

Paris. — Every day that passes in- 
creases the certainty that Britain and 
the United States have reached an 
agreement on all fundamental ques- 
tions and are working closely to- 
gether. Both nations have made 
concessions; Britain has accepted the 
U. S. views as to certain vital phases 
of the league of nations and the U. 
§.-has surrendered to Britain with re- 


spect to the old contention regard-| 


ing freedom of the seas says a U. S. 
press correspondent. 

No regret should be wasted over 
this surrender for it was the weakest 
point in the American program. Their 
Original conception grew out of the 
controversies first with Britain and 
then with Germany over the rights 
of neutrals, The United States claim- 
ed the privilege under the existing 
sea laws of trading freely with both 
sides; Britain contended that while 
these laws were applicable in former 
times they were not so any longer 
since modern wars are fought, not 
between professional armies and 
navies, but between whole pcoples. 
Everybody is a combatant in a cer- 
tain sense and therefore everything

ticaly acceded to this view, when 


on entering the war, they helped the 
allies to tighten the blockade. 

The chief cause of the present con- 
cession to Britain is ‘the realization 
that the day is indeed past when wars 
can be fought according to rules, The 
league of nations may make all the 
rules it pleases; but when a_ great 
conflagration sweeps the world and 
the nations again plunge into a des- 
-perate life and death struggle all rules 
will be in vain for nobody will ob- 
6erve them, The real evil is not th 
breaking of war rules but war itself. 
Why, therefore; waste efforts in 
drafting rules which would be better 
expended towards preventing war al- 
togeth r?

American Will Inaugurate Aerial 
Service Throughout Canada 

New York. — The New York Sun 
Says: 

“Roy U. Conger, a nephew of Ed- 
win H. Conger, United States minis- 
ter to China at the time of the Boxer 
rebellion, gave his certified check to 
Sir Joseph Flavelle, representing the 
British ministry of Munitions, and 
Director Morrow, ofthe imperial air- 
croft board, and thereby became the 
owner of the entire aircraft equip- 
ment, costing more‘ than $10,000,000, 
which was provided by Great Britain 
and used by Canada in training Can- 
adian air fighters. 

“The transaction was closed at To- 
ronto, and the job of asseinbling 350 
airplanes, 700 airplane engines, mil- 
lions of spare parts, thousands of 
spate propellers, wings, cameras and 
other equipment, was at once begun

“The whole equipnicnt will be mov- 
ed from the Royal Flying Corps 
training fields at Armour Heights, 
Rathburn, Mohawk, Beamsville and 
Borden to the field at Leaside, the 
use of which, rent free, has been 
granted to Mr. Conger for six months 
by the Dominion government, 

“The price paid was not divulged 
at the request of the British govern- 
ment, but it was only a fraction of

“Mr. Conger’s plans for the use and 
disposal of the stupendous equip- 
ment are merely in the making, but 
the greatest feature of them is the 
immediate development of airplane 
comemrcial routes in Canada. Abso- 
lutely convinced that heavier than air 
machines are to be the Principal 
transporting medium and vehicles of 
the future for passengers, mail and 
express, and, in time, indeed, for 
heavy freight, the New Yorker pro- 
poses to establish out of his new 
department, regular commercial ser- 
vice by airplane between the princi- 
pal Canadian cities. He has already 
taken measures, he said, to secure 
landing fields in the larger Canadian 
Cities, and will have the sympathy 
and co-operation of the Dominion 
government in the project.”

A LAST WORD 


The Municipal Hail Insurance Act to 
be voted upon by the electors on February 
27th, was pre «by a committee of 
farmers en the old Hail In- 
surance District and the United Farmers 
of Alberta. The committee took advice 
and assistance from wherever it could be 
obtained, and they believe the Act pro- 
vides the véFy best: plan of Hail Insurance 
that has been offered to the farmers of 
Alberta. It has been enthusiastically 
and almost unanimously approved by the 
Annual Convention of the U.F.A, held 
at Edmonton last month, and by the 
Municipal Convention held in Calgary 
during this month, and deserves the care- 
ful consideration of every farmer. 

The Act provides that the plan must be 
approved by the electors of at least forty- 
five Municipal Distri¢ts before it becomes 
operative, This means that the Hail In- 
surance District will be big enough and 
strong enough to be absolutely safe and 
sound, 

The «wanagement of the business will 
be entirely in the hands of a Board of 
Directors to be elected by the farmers 
themselves. This board ‘will haye full 
authority to do everything necessary to 
carry on the business, and for this pur- 
pose,to borrow the money required until 
the premiums are paid, 

By this plan all crops of grain, unless 
withdrawn from the operation of the Act, 
are automatically insured for $8.00 per 
acre. Any farmer who wishes, may, on 
or before June 15th, reduce the Insurance 
to $6.00 per acre, or he may insure part 
of his crop at $8.00, part at $6.00, and 
withdraw part of it; @f may withdraw all 
his land entirely from the operation of the 
Act and carry no insurance. In this case 
he will, of course, have no premium to 
pay and will have nothitig whatever to 
do with the plan an 
insured, which he may do at any time,.

losses must be made promptly and awards 
must be paid within thirty days of the 
date of adjustment. The premiume will 
be levied only on the erops actually in-
